FRENCH AIRLINER SHOT DOWN 
BY REBELS NEAR BILBAO 


Pilot Wounded in Machine Gun Attack by 7 
Planes, Makes “Pancake” Landing—One 
of 4 Passengers Hurt. 


FOREIGN CONSUL 
SHOT BY BASQUE 
TROOPS AS SPY 


Not Identifiea—Was Caught 
Carrying Military Maps 
From Bilbao. 


By the Associated Press. 

BILBAO, Spain, May 26.—A for- 
eign Consul, it was learned today, 
has been shot as an insurgent spy 
by the Basques. Neither the Con- 
sul nor his country was identified, 
but it was learned he was caught 
carrying military maps out of be- 
leaguered Bilbao. 

Basque secret police, who had 
trailed the man for weeks, arrested 
him as he was about to board a 
British destroyer on the way to 
France. 

As the Consul went through the 
police lines at the pier, authorities 
demanded to see the contents of 
his brief case. He pleaded diplo- 
matic immunity but the Basques 
contended that under international 
law consular representatives were 
not entitled to that protection. 

The foreign representative in- 
sisted a search of his person 
would be an insult to his country 
and resisted until the Basque spe- 
cial police tore the brief case from 
his hands. In it they found the 
military maps, marked with gun 
positions. 

A two weeks’ trial resulted in a 
death sentence and the Consul was 
shot at dawn without a protest 
from his country. 

Basque officials said the execu- 
tion was the end of only one case 
of a seemingly well organized spy 
plot among foreign representatives. 


ALBANIAN REVOLT LEADER

TIRANA, Albania, May 26.—A

nounced today that Efen Toto, for- 
mer Cabinet Minister and leader 
of the May 15 revolt at Argyro- 
kastro, had been killed in a skir- 
mish with a gendarme patro)] at the 
Village of Golema. 

A War Department official an- 
nounced his death after the 
gendarmes reported they had en- 
countered the group of fleeing 
rebels near Kurvelshi, in Southern 
Albania. 

Five of the rebels were taken 
prisoners. 


DU PONT DE NEMOURS GIVES 
EMPLOYES FULL SICK PAY 


Announces Plan for All on Payrolls 
for Year or 
More. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 26.— 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co. an- 
nounced that all employes having 
one year continuous service would 
receive full wages during disabil- 
ity from non-occupational illness or 
injury. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the 
41,000 wage-roll employes in 81 
plants in 27 states would be eligi- 
ble. The plan announced yesterday 
is effective June 15. 

Employes would be paid for 
three months, less a waiting period 
of two consecutive working days.

BILBAO, Spain, May 26.—Seven 
insurgent planes spraying machine- 
gun bullets downed a French Air 


Pyrenees transport plane near this 
besieged Basque capital today. The 
French pilot of the airliner and a 
Spanish passenger were wounded. 

The plane was damaged badly 
both by the bullets and by the force 
of a “pancake” landing on sandy 
soil near Sopelana, 13 miles north 
of here, behind Basque Government 
lines. 

The wounded pilot and the Span- 
ish passenger—one of four—were 
brought by automobile to Bilbao 
and placed in a hospital. Both are 
expected to recover. All the pas- 
sengers were Spaniards. 

The pilot, formerly a French 
army flier, was Jean Gally, who had 
eluded the air raiders many times 
before on the Bilbao trip. 

Basque sources reported that the 
plane left the Biarritz airport at 
10:10 a. m. When it was near the 
mouth of the Nervion River, which 
runs from the sea to Bilbao, the 
insurgent planes attacked. The 
Basques said they were “German- 
made.” 

Story of the Attack. 

Armadro Lopez, one of the pas- 
sengers said: 

“We saw seven fighting planes 
approach us, then break their forma- 
tion and surround us, two at each 
side and three above. They proba- 
bly wanted to force our pilot to go 
to San Sebastian, held by insur- 
gents. But he dodged away skill- 
fully. 

“Then we heard the rattle of ma- 
chine guns. Our pilot immediately 
began to descend. His controls 
failed to work properly and we 
landed with a smash. The wheels 
sank into the soft sand and the 
left wing snapped off. 

“The attacking planes continued 
to machine-gun us. Bullets ham- 
mered everywhere about. 

“Our woman passenger fainted. 
She was ‘placed on the floor of the 
plane for’ protection. As soon as we 
could the rest of us ran from the 
plane, seeking better cover from the 
bullets. 

“Gally was bleeding from the 
head. But he remained in the plane 
with the woman until we found a 
farmhouse for shelter.” 

Plane Clearly Marked. 

The liner was clearly marked Air 
Pyrenees with huge, black letters 
on the silver fuselage. French reg- 
istry numbers were equally  con- 
spicuous on the wings. 

The plane has been the only fast 
means of transportation between 
Bilbao—partly blocked by sea with 
a cordon of insurgent warships 
and walled in by land with insur- 
gent troops—and the rest of the 
world. Until today insurgent air 
fighters who tried to shoot it down 
were frustrated by the combina- 
tion of unusual speed and a war- 
wise pilot. The airliner, an all- 
metal ship built in England, was 
a six-seater with twin engines and 
a speed of 200 miles an hour. 

Gally, the pilot, fought with a 
central Spanish Government squad- 
ron on the Madrid front last fall 
and was reputed to have shot down 
10 insurgent warplanes before the 
Basque regional government called 
him to the north of Spain. 

Game of Hide-and-Seek. 


It had been Gally’s practice, car- 
rying mail and passengers to Bil- 
bao, to fly 10 miles to sea at about 
6000 feet. Then, at a point op- 
posite the Basque regional capital, 
he headed low into the coast so 
that Basque anti-aircraft batteries 
would not mistake him for an in- 
surgent bomber. 

On some flights, insurgent planes 
hovered over the airport waiting 
for a shot at the liner. Then Gal- 
ly had to play hide-and-seek with 
them. Sometimes he had to climb 
to 15,000 and 20,000 feet to lose his 
pursuers. Several times he had to 
race back to safety behind the 
French border with persistent, 
speedy insurgent planes at his 
heels. 

Never safe after passing’ the 
French line, Gally usually flew his 
ship into Bilbao’s Dondica airport 
with motors running, quickly ex- 
changed passengers and cargo, and 
soared off again. 


Rebels Had Threatened Attack. 

Insurgent Generalissimo Francis- 
co Franco several times has de- 
clared publicly his forces intended 
to shoot down the Bayonne-Bilbao 
air ferry on grounds it is an aerial 
blockade runner despite its French 
registry, ownership and crew. 

Once before in the civil war a 
French commercial airplane had 
been shot down by war planes. A 
French newspaper man was killed 
and other occupants were severely 
injured in an attack on an Air- 
France transport north of Madrid 
last December. 

Jean Herbette, French ambassa- 
dor to the Spanish Government, 
told an Associated Press’ corre- 
spondent he had received direct 
warning from the insurgent Span- 
ish headquarters that they would 
shoot down the Air Pyrenees plane. 
Whether Herbette made represen- 
tations to Gen. Franco at that time 
was not known, but French author- 
ities continued to permit the plane 
to operate back and forth to Spain 
from Biarritz.

ORGANIZER MAKES 
ANNOUNCEMENT 


Unless Agreement to Rec- 
ognize Union Is Conclud- 


ed by 11 P. M. Men Will 
Be Called Out. 


By the Associated Press. 

CANTON, O., May 26. — Seven 
mills of the Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion were closed and picketed today 
in support of the demand by the 
Steel Workers’ Organizing Commit- 
tee for a collective bargaining con- 
tract. Van A, Bittner, regional 
director of the committee at Chica- 
go, said that employes would stop 
work at 11 o’clock tonight in “all 
plants of the Republic, Inland and 
Youngstown Sheet & Tube com- 
panies unless the firms signed a 
written contract before that time.” 

Bittner said the steel firms had 
two alternatives: “They can sign 
a contract the same as that be- 
tween the union and the Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel Co., giving the union 
the right to bargain collectively for 
its members or they can agree to a 
vote under the Wagner Labor Re- 
lations Act giving the union exclu- 
sive bargaining rights if it polls 
the majority of the votes.” 

His announcement was made aft- 
er leaders of the CIO committee 
had met at Youngstown to con- 
sider a strike to affect nearly one- 
third of the steel operations in the 
country, now at the highest peak 
since 1929. 

The seven Republic plants that 
were closed after the strike was 
called last night are in the north- 
east side here and in nearby Mas- 
Ssillon. Nearly 10,000 men were 
idle. Republic is the second larg- 
est independent steel producer, em- 
ploying 55,000 men in its various 
plants. 

The company made no effort to 
reopen closed units, standing by its 
announced intention to “shut down 
and stay shut down” until it was 


“possible for our men to return 
peacefully.” 


Automobiles Turned Back. 


Six automobiles which attempted 
to dash through picket lines had 
their windows shattered and were 
turned back. Police were busy es- 
corting company officers from the 
plants and in tracing an uncon- 
firmed report that a shotgun was 
fired during the night at one of the 
main units. 


Barricades made of doors, planks 
and saw-horses were set up near 
company gates in Canton. About 
50 men were stationed in front of 
Centhal Steel, the main unit at Mas- 
sillon, which is approached over a 
long narrow bridge. 

B. J. Damich, senior director for 
the Cleveland area, said there had 
been no move by employes of Re- 
public’s four plants to walk out at 
Cleveland, and similar “no action” 
reports came from Youngstown 
where other mills are located. 


' 


Company Issues Statement. 


The Republic Steel Corporation, 
in a statement issued from its gen- 
eral offices at Cleveland, declared 
the real issues in the controversy 
were the closed shop and the check- 
off, which it anticipated the union 
would demand if a collective bar- 
gaining contract was made. The 
company, the statement said, prac- 
tices collective bargaining and pays 
high wages, but is opposed to the 
closed shop “which denies the 


worker’s right to choose what par- | 


ticular union he desires to join— 
if any.” 

“It is just 
force a man into a union as it is 
to attempt to keep him out of a 
union,” the statement asserted. 

The company is opposed to the 
check-off, it was stated, on the 
theory that the worker’s money is 
his own personal property and his 
wishes with reference to contribu- 
tions to a labor union are his own 
business and not the company’s. 


_ “We believe the closed shop and 
the check-off are not consistent 
with a square deal,” the statement 
explained, adding that the princi- 
ples of a square deal included the 
right of the worker to bargain 
through representatives of his own 
choosing and the right and duty 
of the company to supervise oper- 
ations and pay the highest wages 
the business can stand.

DIDNT GET PAY 


Dorothy Schroer Declares

WARRANTS INDORSED 
WITH.HER NAME 


Representative Edwin

Chief Clerk Asserts. 


Miss Dorothy Schroer, 1827 Ben- 
ton street, whose name has been 
on the State payroll az a legislative 
clerk at $5 a day since Feb. 9, said 
today that she had done no work 
as a clerk, had not received any of 
the salary warrants totaling $475, 
issued in her name and, in fact, did 
not know her name was on the 
State payroll. 

Her name was put on the pay- 
roll by certification of Representa- 
tives Edwin G. Foerst and Michael 
R. Kennedy, both of St. Louis, and 
she was assigned to them as their 
personal clerk at Foerst’s request, 
Joseph Bauer, chief clerk of the 
House of Representatives, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Now 18 years old, she has been 
employed steadily for more than 
two years in sewing et the National 
Tailoring Co., 410 North Jefferson 
avenue, except for a brief period 
when she was ill in @ hospital, She 
said she had been in Jefferson City 
only once, on a one-day pleasure 
trip several yéars ago, and had 
never been in the State capitol. 

Miss Schroer recalled that Foerst, 
a friend of her family, had made a 
remark to her several months ago 
—she thought in February—about 
working for him at Jefferson City. 

“But I didn’t pay any attention 
to it,” she added, “because I thought 
it was a joking remark. It was in 
a bowling alley here where we both 
bowled.” 

Henry C. Mendsen, general man- 
ager of the National Tailoring Co., 
confirmed the young woman's 
statement that she had worked reg- 
ularly five days a week at the tai- 
loring establishment since Feb. 9. 

Foerst, operator of a parcel de- 
livery service at 1827 Hogan street, 
declined to comment to 4 
Post-Dispatch reporter when seen 
at his garage this afternoon. Ken- 
nedy, a salesman, who resides at 
3945 Page boulevard, was out of 
the city today, according to a sister. 
Foerst resides at 1509 Clinton street. 

The salary warrants, seven in 
number, were indorsed with Miss 
Schroer’s name. Apparently, since 
they bore no other’ indorsement, 
they were cashed at the cashier's 
window in the State Treasurer’s of- 
fice at Jefferson City. 

They were issued as follows: $30, 
Feb. 15; $65, Feb. 28; $80, March 
16; $75, March 31; $75, April 15; $75, 
April 30; $75, May 15. The next, for 
$80, would be due next Monday.

loyalty to his friendsgand his faith 
and hope.”

C10 ORGANIZER 
BEATEN, CHASED 
AT FORD PLANT 


Two Union Officers, Two 
Companions Attacked 
Distributing Leaflets at 
Dearborn Factory. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, May 26.—A group of 
men in working clothes beat two of- 


ficers and two organizers of the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America and chased them away 
this afternoon when union mem- 
bers attempted. to distribute litera- 
ture at the gates of the Ford Mo- 
tor Co.’s Rouge plant. 

Within two hours the union an- 
nounced a complaint would be filed 
with the National Labor Relations 
Board, charging the company with 
coercion, intimidation and other- 
wise interfering with workers in 
their “constitutional right to or- 
ganize.” 

Richard T. Frankensteen, direct- 
ing the C I O campaign to or- 
ganize Ford workers, was knocked 
down 12 times. His coat was torn 
from his back and his face was 
cut and bruised. Walter Reuther, 
president of the union’s West Side 
local, suffered a battered nose. Two 
other union men also were pum- 
meled. 

Statement by Officer. 

Harry H. Bennett, Ford personnel 
director, said the men who chased 
the union organizers were work- 
men, awaiting the change in shifts.

8 Tons of Condensed Food 
and Scientific Apparatus 
to Be Used by Party of 
Four in Year’s Occupancy 
of Outpost.

MOSCOW, May 26.—Concern for 
the safety of L P. Mazuruk, pilot 
of one of three transport planes 


flying eight tons of food and equip- 
ment to the Soviet Polar air base, 
was evident in Moscow today when 
no report was received from him 
15 hours after the takeoff. 

Two of the planes reported they 
had landed near the pole, one find- 
ing the tiny outpost on an ice floe 
and the other coming down safe- 
ly about 13 miles beyond the 
earth’s northern axis and an un- 
announced distance from the base 
camp. 

Authorities, said Mazguruk may 
have landed near the camp, but 
failed to report because of a dam- 
aged radio. 

The transport that reached the 
camp was piloted by Vassily Molo- 
koff. It slid to a halt on the run- 
way the advance party had grooved 
into the ice at 6:24 a. m., Rudolf 
Island time, about 9:24 p. m., Tues- 
day, E. S. T., thus completing the 


|trip of about 560 miles from the 


Rudolf Island base in seven hours 
and 24 minutes. 

The other ship, in the hands of 
A. D. Alexieff, landed about 8 a. m. 
Brief messages from the polar out- 
post thus far did not explain why 
he failed to land at the ice floe 
camp. All three pilots are expert in 
Arctic flying and are among the 
Soviet Union’s most famous flyers. 

15 in Planes’ Crews. 

The three planes swept over the 
outpost about seven hours after 
their takeoff from Rudolf Island 
but apparently Molokoff’s ship was 
the only one successfully guided 
down directly to the camp. The 
others continued circling over the 
wastelands. The crews on the three 
supply craft were believed to total 
about 15 men. 

Damage. to the radio apparatus 
at the polar base interfered some- 
what with plans for the planes to 
follow a radio beam into a safe 
landing. 

Regular radio communication 
from the polar camp remained in 
effect, however. 

The three pilots spread out in 
reconnoitering formation as they 
neared their goal, reckoning their 
course by the radioed position of 
the Arctic camp and keeping an eye 
out for the broad wings of the ship 
that landed Dr. Otto J. Schmidt 
and his party of 12 on the floe Fri- 
day afternoon. Schmidt is general 
director of the expedition. 

The supply craft had good 
weather throughout their flight. At 
one point, one of the three radioed: 
“There are huge ice fields below us, 
stretching for many miles, divided 
only by very narrow fissures.”

Last Feb. 15, Chancellor Hitler 
issued a decree calling for an 
Evangelical church election.

Through five and a half hours 
on the witness stand, Wightman in- 
sisted Gladys swung the hatchet 
and that his “confession” repre- 
sented merely his efforts to take 
the blame to try to save her. 

The State started its rebuttal 
after the defense rested. 

Under cross-examination by Pros- 
ecutor Daniel T. O’Regan, Wight- 
man said Gladys “appealed to my 
finer senses—I suppose you would 
call it—to get me to take the blame.

Roger D. Moore Dies Soon 
After Being Struck When 
on Walk; Had Been in 


Sanitorium. 


Roger D. Moore, attorney and an 


unsuccessful candidate for Mayor 
of University City at the election 
April 6, was fatally injured when 
struck by a truck whiie walking 
this morning on Grant road near 
the Glenwood Sanatorium, where 
he had been a patient. 

He died at the sanatorium of a 
skull injury at noon, an hour and 
a half after being struck. The 
truck was driven by Alfred Von- 
talge, a produce dealer, of Lemay, 
Mo. Moore was walking on the 
road near Big Bend road with an 
attendant and another patient 
when the accident occurred. 

The attorney’s brother, Ran- 
dolph Moore, said that Moore, who 
was 35 years old, was a patient at 
the sanatorium for about a month 
suffering from a nervous ailment, 
The brother attributed the ailment 
to deaths in the family in recent 
years and business worries, and 
said that the strain of the cam- 
paign in which Moore finished 
third of three candidates might 
have contributed to his condition. 

His mother, father and wife died 
during the past four years. The 
mother, Mrs. Ethel Moore, was 
killed in an automobile accident 
near Hannibal last June. His 
father, John A. Moore, an attorney, 
was drowned accidentally in a bath- 
tub in 1933. Randolph Moore did 
not remember the details of the 
wife’s death, but said he thoughi 
it also was in an accident. 

Moore lived at 6635 Pershing ave- 
nue, University City, and had of- 
fices in the Title Guaranty Build- 
ing. He was Honorary Consul in 
St. Louis for Peru since March, 
1936. At one time he was a First 
Lieutenant in the 306th Infantry, 
and had since been a Captain in 
the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment Reserve of the United 
States Army.

Says Louis Greengard, Urging Rigid 
Law for Qualifying Pharmacists 


He Has Discharged 20 


State-Registered Men 


for Incompetency — Six- Week 
‘Cram’ Course ‘Absurd.’ 


Specific instances of “disgraceful 
and dangerous” conditions resulting 
from incompetency of many pharm- 
acists licensed by the State were 
cited to the Post Dispatch today 
by Louis Greengard, a druggist of 
33 years’ experience, in connection 
with the inquiry into alleged irreg- 
ularities in examinations given 
here April 26 and 27 by the State 
Board of Pharmacy. 

Greengard, explaining that he 
was criticising only those pharma- 
cists who had obtained licenses 
without sufficient training, through 
the laxity of the State law, said he 
had discharged about 20 State-reg- 
istered pharmacists for incompeten- 
cy in less than three years. His 
pharmacy is at 717 North Grand 
boulevard. 

If the public is to be protected 
against “hit or miss’ pharmacy, he 
declared, the State law must be 
amended to require druggists to be 
graduates of recognized schools of 
pharmacy and to have been trained 
for at least two years in the actual 
filling of prescriptions. 

Greengard recalled the case of a 
St. Louis woman who died “in ter- 
rible agony” about 10 years ago after 
she had taken a prescription cc > 
pounded by a drug clerk who had 
misread the physician’s directions. 

The prescription, compounded in 
the store of a druggistt who has 
since died, ealled for barium sul- 
phate for use in an X-ray examina- 
tion of the stomach, he related, but 
the pharmacist dispensed barium 
sulphide, a depilatory, instead. 

“That simply burned out her 
stomach,” Greengard said. “The! 
fact that the physician used an 
abbreviation, ‘Barium sulp.’ merely 
emphasizes the incompetency of the 
clerk, who should have Known bDar- 
ium sulphide was not to be ad~ °»- 
istered internally. 

“Pharmacy is a special branch of 
medicine, and pharmacists should 
be more than handmaids to physi- 
cians, or cooks who mix ingredients 
in a pot, or salesmen who sell ping- 
pong balls and bathing caps and fill 
prescriptions on the side.” 

Untrained Men Discharged. 

Turning to his own experiences,* 
GreengArd said that within the last 
two and one-half years he had been 


know a mortar from a pestle. 

“One of them put a solution which 
deteriorates in light into a plain 
bottle instead of an amber-colored 
bottle. He did this six times and 
each time I explained his mistake 
and changed bottles. Yes, there 
was a seventh time and then I fired 
him.” 

Specimen Mistakes. 

Another assistant, he continued, 
had, in coating capsules with a solu- 
tion impervious to stomach juices 
so that they would pass unabsorbed 
into the intestines, set them to dry 
on a parchment with the result 
that the coating drained off the 
tops of the capsules and destroyed 
its purpose. Greengard coated new 
capsules himself. 


Another mistake, which might 
have proved more costly, Greengard 
said, was made by a new employe 
who took a prescription by tele- 
phone and started to fill it while 
Greengard was out. When the 
druggist returned he asked the ens- 
ploye what he was doing and the 
employe said he was following a 
physicians’ directions to put 20 
grains of a certain drug in.a sup- 
pository. Even the remote possi- 
bility that the physician had been 
wrong was immaterial, he told 
Greengard, because the drug was 
not to be taken by mouth. Green- 
gard called the physician, who said 
he had requested one-twentieth of 
one grain of the drug. Greengard 
said 20 grains might have killed the 
patient, 


Insanitary Methods. 

On another occasion, he related, 
he found an assistant using his 
thumb as a stopper in shaking up 
eyedrops in a bottle. There may 
have been harmful bacteria or par- 
ticles of some drug injurious to 
eyesight clinging to the assistant’s 
thumb, he pointed out. Moreover, 
the assistant had not even steri- 
lized the bottle, he learned. 


The present licensing bill, pend- 
ing in the Legislature, which would 
require graduation from a college 
ot pharmacy, was assailed by Green- 
gard as inadequate because of the 
provision a license might be grant- 
ed,.without examination, to an ap- 
plicant who had had 10 years’ expe- 
rience in a drug store.

Hearing Adjourned Be- 
cause of Resolution for 
Investigation Pending in 
Legislature. 


An investigating committee of the 
State Board of Pharmacy, which 
heard testimony yesterday con- 
cerning wholesale cheating at the 


license examinations the board 
conducted in St. Louis last month, 
adjourned until June 3. to await 
action by the House of Represent- 
atives on a pending resolution call- 
ing for a legislative investigation 
of the examinations. 


At the conclusion of the board’s 
own hearing yesterday, its presi- 
dent, W. H. Ellis of Vandalia, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he would 
not comment on the _ evidence 
which had been offered until the 
inquiry had been completed. 

Grades awarded to the 108 ap- 
plicants for licenses who took the 
examinations have not been an- 
nounced, but are in the hands of 
Gov. Stark. A complaint to the 
Governor by students of the St. 
Louis College of Pharmacy, where 
the examination was held, initiated 
the inquiry into the cheating 
charges. 

Students of the college and mem- 
bers of its faculty were the prin- 
cipal witnesses at the hearing, held 
in the college..building at 4588 
Parkview place. Their testimony 
was that there was an utter lack 
of supervision of applicants during 
the examinations, and that appli- 
cants took advantage of the situa- 
tion by talking among themselves, 
and consulting textbooks for an- 
swers. 

Copies of the examination quese 
tions were to be had for the take 
ing, the students testified, and one, 
who did not take the examination, 
told of obtaining on the morning 
of April 27, a list of the questions 
for an examination not given until 
that afternoon. 


The examinations were described 
by Harold Jeskey, an instructor at

One of the few carried into 
effect was the abolishment of the 
office of the Food and Drug Com- 
missioner and the transference of 
his duties to the Health Depart- 
ment.. 

A bill passed by the House sev- 
eral weeks ago proposed restoration 
of the old department, with a com- 
missioner at a salary of $3600 a 
year.

' bills passed by this session undo- 
ing the economy work of the 1933 
session.

| many boards, bureaus and depart- 
ments. One of the few carried into 
effect was the abolishment of the 
office of the Food and Drug Com- 
missioner and the transference of 
his duties to the Health Depart- 
ment.. 

A bill passed by the House sev- 
eral weeks ago proposed restoration 
of the old department, with a com- 
missioner at a salary of $3600 a 
year. The Senate committee last 
night reported out this bill, the only 
amendment being a reduction of 
the salary from $3600 to $2400. 
This action is in line with other 
bills passed by this session undo- 
ing the economy work of the 1933 
session. The office of County Treas- 
wer in 76 counties, abolished in 
1983, was restored in a bill which 
has passed both houses and is on 
the Governor’s desk for his sig- 
nature. It will provide 76 political 
jobs to be filled by appointment by 
the Governor. 

After the passage of this bill the 
Legislature increased by 25 per 
cent the salaries of County Collec- 
tors, to whom the duties of Treas- 
urer had been transferred. The 
Senate killed a bill to strike off 
this 25 per cent increase, introduced 
as a companion to the bill restor- 
ing the office of Treasurer. Thus 
the Collectors were relieved of their

Council Divided Over 
Strategy to Be Used 
Against Lewis—Dues to 


Be Doubled. 


By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, O., May 26.— 
Joseph P,. Ryan, president of the 
Longshoremen’s union, asked the 
American Federation of Labor exec- 
utive council today to try to settle 


jurisdictional disputes on the At- 
lantic coast so as to present a 
united front against activities of the 
Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation. 

He said the John L. Lewis forces 
and Communists were closely 
linked in their seaport activities, 
and that inter-union disagreements 
have hampered Federation water- 
front unions in their efforts to com- 
bat the Lewis movement. 

As the first move in his anti- 
Lewis program, Ryan proposed to 
call strikes against ships employing 
radio operators belonging to the 
Radio Telegraphists Association, a 
C1IOvunion. Ryan said this union 
was Communistic. 

Divided for Several Years. 

The waterfront unions have been 
beset by division for several years. 
First, all of the Pacific coast unions 
but the longshoremen broke away 
from their international unions sev- 
eral years ago to form the Mari- 
time Federation of the Pacific. The 
West Coast longshoremen, led by 
Harry Bridges of San Francisco, 
remained with the national union 
in name only. 

Last fall the International Sea- 
men’s Union on the Atlantic coast 
divided, with one section claiming 
a majority of the seamen. This 
section eventually formed the Na- 
tional Maritime Union which has

“Every A. F. of L. union on the 
waterfront faces a dual union 
movement,” Ryan told delegates to 
the A. F. of L. loyal union confer- 
ence here. “It’s high time we 
settled our own differences and 
set in to defeat this gang of Reds.” 

He asked the council to organize 
a special department of maritime 
unions to fight Lewis on the water- 
front. The council took the pro- 
posal under consideration. 

Joseph Parker, spokesman for an 
independent union in the Chevrolet 
truck body plant at Indianapolis, 
discussed with the council the pos- 
sibility of affiliating with the A. F. 
of L. Lewis’ United Automobile 
Workers has members in the plant, 
Parker said, but “we represent a 
group that believes that American 
Federation of Labor is older and 
more established.” 

The International Association of 
Machinists, leader of the craft 
union fight against CIO, offered an 
industrial union charter, and 
Parker said the offer was satisfac- 
tory to him, and would be submit- 
ted to the members. 


Other Issues. 

Other principal issues to face the 
council were the question of whether 
to indorse President Roosevelt’s 
minimum wage, maximum hour and 
child labor bill, and how to man- 
age the “co-ordinated” organization 
campaigns directed by the confer- 
ence in view of the opposition to 
direct war on Lewis voiced by many 
delegates. 

William Green, A. F. of L. presi- 
dent, declined to comment on the 
wage, hour and child labor bill be- 
fore the executive council expressed 
its opinion. He said, however, that 
many Federation leaders consist- 
ently had opposed Federal regula- 
tion of minimum wages for men 
because Congress could fix maxi- 
mums if it could fix minimums. 

Support of the child labor provi- 
sions, he added, might indicate the 
Federation was dropping its support 
of the constitutional amendment to 
outlaw child labor. 

Division Over Methods. 

Considerable division has devel- 
oped in A. F. of L. ranks as to 
how the Federation should proceed 
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with its organization campaign. 
Green indicated he intended to fight 
the C I O directly with rival unions 
in some cases. 

The representatives voted almost 
unanimously in favor of a four- 
point plan the Federation’s execu- 
tive council had proposed: 

(1) To double the one cent a 
month per member dues each mem- 
ber union now pays the A. F. of L. 
If all unions pay the increased 
dues, the Federation’s monthly in- 
come will be increased about $30,- 
000. 

(2) To start a co-ordinated 
membership campaign this summer. 

(3) To complete the split in the 
American labor movement by ex- 
pelling all C I O locals from city 
central bodies and state Federations 
of Labor. 

(4) To require all loyal locals to 
join these central bodies and state 
federations so as to present a 
united front against the C I O from 
top to bottom. 

Opposition to Double Dues. 

Another group’s spokesmen said 
the Federation should try to retain 
its supremacy by organizing the un- 
organized, but should not move into 
Lewis’ territory. Daniel Tobin, 
president of the Teamsters’ (truck 
drivers’) Union, told the conference 
that his organization would not con- 
tribute double dues to try to take 
from the Lewis movement mem- 
bers who had not been organized 
before the C I O campaign started. 

“There are men in mass produc- 
tion industries appealing for admis- 
sion to the American Federation 
of Labor now,” said Green. “Up 
to this time, I have said no. But 
the clock has struck and the hour 
is here. We are going to- give them 
a home in the American Federation 
of Labor if they will come—-im” 

Some observers regarded this as 
meaning, among other things, that 
the application of, the Progressive 
Miners of America for a charter 
would be received favorably. The 
Progressives have been a bitter 
rival of Lewis’ United Mine Workers 
in Illinois for several years.

UNION MEETING 10 TEST 
MINE STRIKE SUPPORT 


350 of 2200 Members of Pro- 
gressive Local No. 1 Con- 
tinue Staydown.

WILSONVILLE, Ill, May 26.— 
‘The solidarity of the membership 
‘of Local No. 1 of the Progressive 
‘Miners of America, one section of 
which has conducted a stay-down 
strike in the No. 4 mine of the Su- 
| perior Coal Co, since last Thurs- 
day, will be put to a test tonight 


‘at the regular meeting of the local, 
which by-laws require to be held 
in a theater at Gillespie, eight 
miles away. 


That tonight’s meeting is signifi- 
cant is a point of agreement be- 
tween those who contend the strike 
is well supported by members of 
the local union, including employes 
at the company’s three adjacent 
‘mines, and others who say that 
the conservative element in the 
'membership frowns on the demon- 
| stration. 

About 100 of the 350 miners who 
have stayed in the tunnels 320 feet 
underground emerged today to en- 
list support for the test. Since 
/membership in the local union to- 

tals about 2200, the choice facing 
_the strikers was whether to take 
most of the men below ground to 
the meeting or to ignore reports of 
opposition to the strike and rest 
on their confidence that the local 
would approve the action. There 
are 540 employes of No. 4 mine, but 
some older ones and leaders had 
gone to the surface previously. 

The issue of solidarity was ex- 
pected to be put to the test on the 
strikers’ request, at tonight’s meet- 
ing, for an appropriation of $1900 
from the treasury of the local union 
for strike expenses, 


Called “Wildcat” Strike. 


The national officers of the union, 
including Joe Ozanic, president, 
who appeared before the national 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at Cincinnati Mon- 
day to present the union’s request, 
approved by a recent referendum, 
that they be admitted to the A. F. 
of L., have declared the strike a 
“wildcat,” begun without approval 
of the district executive board. Any 
action sympathetic with this view- 
point at a meeting of the local 
union would be decidedly opposed 
to the interests of the strikers . 

John Fisher, president of the lo- 
cal and a No. 4 mine employe, 
scoffed at reports that any consid- 
erable number of members were 
unsympathetic with the attitude of 
the strikers. They told Fred S. 
Pafhler, president of the company, 
when they broke off negotiations 
Sunday, following two days of con- 
ferences, that they would not leave 
the mine until the company granted 
an immediate division of work at 
No, 4 mine with union members 
without employment at No. 1 mine, 
recently closed. Mines 2 and 3 also 


| 
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are closed. The local also insists 
on reinstatement of three men dis- 
charged by the company for infrac- 
tion of rules. 

Pfahler issued a statement that 
the company’s officials would not 
commit themsevles on the demands 
of the strikers until they had left 
the mine. The miners voted twice 
on the questions and twice refused. 


The striking miners were paid to- 
day for their work during the first 
half of May. Because of bookkeep- 
ing procedure, there is always a lag 
in the pay of miners, and they have 
yet to receive pay for the five days 
they worked before the strike be- 
gan. 

CIO-A. F. L. Fight. 


The shadow of the struggle for 
supremacy between the A. F. of 
L. and the CIO is seen in the Wil- 
sonville situation. Although the 
referendum on affiliation with the 
A. F. of L. was carried by a vote 
of about 4 to 1 in the State, No. 1 
local, the largest, approved affilia- 
tion by a plurality of only 92 votes. 
In the union the local has been 
alone in actively supporting St. 
Louis CIO strikes, having sent 
$1000 to the Chevrolet and Fisher 
Body strikers and $700 to the E:wer- 
son Electric and Manufacturing 
Co. sit-down demonstrators. 

Representatives of these unions, 
the United Automobile Workers 
and the United Electrical and Ra- 
dio Workers, visited the No. 1 mine 
last Sunday and pledged assist- 
ance. 

The United Mine Workers of 
America, headed by John L. Lewis, 
CIO leader, has been suspended 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor. The Progressive Miners’ union 
was organized in Illinois by miners 
who opposed Lewis’ domination of 
the United Mine Workers. How- 
ever, Jack Battuello and other lead- 
ers of the stay-down strike, who 
were active in organization of the 
Progressive Miners are opposed to 
affiliation with the A F. of L., hold- 
ing the views of the union are 
more consistent with the policies 
of the CIO.

“The bill as it now stands is an| 
invitation to fraudulent elections,” |

Freund was a Republican member 
of the board appointed by Gov. 
| Park last September, after the re- 
' moval of a former board which 
failed to prevent or to detect the 
wholesale registration frauds ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch. He 
told of the experience of himself 
and his colleagues in correcting 
and checking the frauds, and of the 
acquaintance which they gained 
with needs for the strengthening of 
the registration laws. He was a 
member of the bipartisan and civic 
committee named by Mayor Dick- 
mann, which framed the measure 
first submitted to the Legislature. 

Safeguards Deleted. 

“The work of that commitfee has 
gone for naught,” he said. “Almost | 
over night, a committee in the Leg- | 
islature rewrote the draft of the 
bill. Our bill was stripped of all 
its effectiveness, all the safeguards 
carefully written into it were ruth- 
lessly deleted, and the bill was 
passed by the House in a form 
| which leaves it vicious and totally 
worthless. 

“I do not know who rewrote the 
bill, but I do know that those who 
did so were not only thoroughly 
aware of the methods used by elec- 
tion crooks, but were sympathetic 
with their purposes.”

The | 
makeshift St. Louis bill, which was | 
reported to and passed by the House 
after the Pendergast machine regis- 
tration bill for Kansas City, is now 
on the Senate calendar with it, both 
having been reported out for 
passage. 

Telling of the permanent regis- | 
tration bill in its original form, | 
and the removal of its most neces- | 
sary safeguards by the House | 
committee, Freund said: 

“The bill, as originally 
by Our committee, provided a mod- | 
ern system of permanent registra- 
tion, with a continuous method of 
checking and investigation to re- 
duce fraud to a minimum. It did | 
away with the cumbersome and 
obsolete permanent book form of 
registration, and provided a card | 
system, to be bound together in | 
locked covers. 

Voters’ Signatures. | 

“It provided the essential require- 
ment that when a voter received 
his ballot at the polls, he gave a 
receipt with his signature executed | 
in the presence of the election of- 
ficials. The bill further had the | 
advantage of containing all of the 
laws pertaining to registration and | 
election, whereas the laws as they | 
now stand are scattered in differ- 
ent chapters, and are in some in- 
stances conflicting. 

“In the House committee, the 
provision requiring a voter to iden- 
tify himself at the polls by his sig- | 
nature was deleted. This was ex- 
plained by the excuse that it would 
slow up the voting. But the testi- 
mony of experts from other cities 
where the system is in use is di- 
rectly to the contrary.

“I know 
that at present existing legislation 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, 
for our airships to secure helium 
from your Government plant, but 
I hope that this law is one which 
you could find it possible to alter.” 

He denied earlier testimony be- 
fore the committee that the Ger- 
man type of dirigible coulda not op- 
erate commercially using helium, 
because of its reduced lifting pow- 
er. The United States has a vir- 
tual monopoly on the gas. 

Eckener said an airship of the 
Hindenburg type could carry 50 
passengers, even though inflated 
with helium. He added that the 
size of airships could be increased 
so 70 passengers could be carried 
across the Atlantic. 

He agreed that at present prices 
helium could not be used economic- 
ally, but said if production were in- 
creased, he believed the cost would 
fall nearly to the price of hydro- 
gen. 

“I know and appreciate that it is 
an act of great assistance to us if 
you make these helium require- 
ments available to us,” he said.

The action prevented final passage 
of the measure and Majority 
Leader Rayburn announced it 
would not come up again until 
Thursday. 

Ignoring cries of “pork barrel” 
and warnings that the entire relief 
program was in jeopardy, the House 
gave at least tentative approval to 
other amendments earmarking 
$300,000,000 for the Public Works 
Administration, $150,000,000 for high- 
way construction and grade cross- 
ing elimination, and $10,000,000 for 
construction of small lakes and 
ponds in the Great Plains area. 

Under its rules, the House may 
reverse itself on any of these 
amendments before final passage 
of the bill. 

Means Cut in Rolls, Says Boland. 

Representative Boland of Penn- 
sylvania, the Democratic whip, told 
the House the sum earmarked for 
P W A would reduce the total by 
20 per cent and mean dropping a 
similar percentage of persons from 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion’s rolls.

STEVENS, WHO QUIT TARIFF 
COMMISSION, WILL HEAD IT 


Staunch Supporter of Court Bill to 
Be Named Chairman of Body 
by President. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 26. — Con- 
gressional sources disclosed today 
that Raymond B. Stevens, who re- 
cently resigned from the tariff 
commission to support President 
Roosevelt’s judiciary plan, will suc- 
ceed Robert Lincoln O’Brien as 
chairman of the commission next 
June 16. 

Mr. Roosevelt will send Stevens’ 
name to the Senate, high admin- 
istration sources said, “probably 
within a few days.’ 

Stevens resigned last March 31 
to stump throughout the East and 
South on behalf of the President’s 
court reform plan. Already he has 
delivered addresses in Detroit, 
Louisville, in West Virginia and 
New England. Last night he spoke 
at Concord, N. H.

SECRETARY PERKINS FAVORS — 


WAGE AND HOUR MEASURE 


Major Industries Need Special 
Treatment, Cabinet Officer 
Tells Committee. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Secre- 
tary of Labor Perkins indicated to 
a House labor subcommittee today 
she favored special treatment for 
the nation’s major industries under 
the administration’s proposed new 
wage and hour legislation. 

She: testified at a hearing on the 
Ellenbogen bill to create a “little 
N R A” for textiles, which House 
leaders have said would be shelved 
at the President’s request, in favor 
of the general new program. The 
Secretary made it plain, however, 
she did not approve of Congress 


writing specific minimum wage and 
maximum hour provisions into the 
bill, adding that should be left to an 
administrative body. 


Leon Henderson, former chief 
economist for N R A, whose testi- 
mony was interrupted by Miss 
Perkins’ arrival, told reporters that 
even under the general wage and 
hour program, it would be neces- 
sary to have special administrative 
boards for large industries such as 
steel, textiles and automobiles. 


In that connection, Secretary 
Perkins said the task “might well 
be done by a general bill, setting 
general standards but permitting 
establishment of special standards 
for separate industries.”

dent Roosevelt recounted in detail 
at his press conference late yester-

He said there was a large 
amount of important New Deal leg- 
islation yet to be passed upon and 
indicated that the administration 
could only hope that in the days 
to come the Court would give this 
legislation the same humane treat- 
ment as it had the Social Security 
Act. 

In answer to direct questions, he 
declined to discuss the effect of the 
Supreme Court’s decisions Monday © 
on his own Supreme Court pro- 
posal, and avoided questions as to 
whether the “emergeficy” argument 
used earlier in the New Deal had 
not been negatived by the Court.” 
He suggested that questioner do his 
own imagining. 

After refusing to comment on 
the effect of Monday’s decision, he 
remarked he would like to give the 
reporters his views as “back- 
ground,” that is, to be used with- - 
out specifically indicating that he 
had made the remarks.

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A BILL TO PROTECT MATURE WORKERS.

The Massachusetts Legislature has passed 
a bill penalizing employers who dismiss or refuse to 
hire persons merely because they are more than 
45 years old. If the measure becomes law, it will, of 
course, be a difficult law to enforce.

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PHARMACISTS ON GUARD. 

An investigation into charges of widespread cheat- 
ing in the recent State Board of Pharmacy examina- 
tions is under way, on order of Gov. Stark. This 
concerns the immediate problem. The long-range 
problem also is not being neglected, for, among vari- 
/ous endeavors, a mass meeting to discuss needed 
'changes in the State law will be held Friday night, 
sponsored by the Alumni Association of the St. Louis 
College of Pharmacy. 

This is a cause which should have the support of 
every conscientious pharmacist, in addition to that 
of physicians and the general public. If the pres- 
ent deplorable standards persist, not to mention the 
further weakening of requirements in the bill passed 
| by the House and now before the Senate, pharmacy 
| will be dealt a mortal blow in this State. From its 
| status as an honorable profession, it will sink to a 
racket dominated by incompetent but legally approved 
practitioners.

He had mellowed 
since—through years of retirement, dime- 
giving, golf and philanthropy—until the na- 
tion had become fond of him and took a 
loyal sporting interest in his determination 
to live a century. 

So, at his death, it is John D. Rockefeller, 
the fellow-human, not “John D.,” the fright- 
ening institution of swollen plutocracy, that 
the country remembers. 

It is well. For men who become great 
symbols, who through special combinations 
of ability and of accidental timing typify 
the virtues and faults of an age, who erect 
imposing structures of private greatness on 
a foundation of social achievement, are hu- 
mans, after all. And at no time more so 
than in the moment of the Reaper’s coming. 

John D., with his hard talent for ac- 
quisitiveness and for organizing, coincided 
with the latter stages of the most astound- 
ing exploitational period mankind has ever 
known. His active life, too, coincided with 
the latter stage of the most rampant eco- 
nomic individualism any great organized so- 
ciety has known. 

America was the seat of it. For, having 
apparently exhaustless resources and a rela- 
tively sparse population, the economic ap- 
plication of the great “liberal” theories to 
which the eighteenth century gave birth was 
clung to in this country long after it had 
been abandoned pretty generally elsewhere. 

In other words, in America we stuck, up 
to the very end of the nineteenth century, 
to the doctrines of the “Brain Trust” rational- 
izers of the industrial revolution—we held 
that “laws of nature” are paramount: that 
“natural law” and “economic law” are iden- 
tical; that “economic law” calls for com- 
plete freedom of the individual to acquire 
what he can and do with it what he likes; 
that this complete economic individualism 
will automatically work out to the greatest 
good for all, and that the one rule for gov-

“no interference.” 

John D. under that philosophy became our 
first billionaire, 

He did not create the wave on which he 
rode so high and far—but he knew, how to 
ride. A great new social] servant, oil, was the 
instrument of his kingship. 

His historic role was to do what many 
another great man has done, contribute 
mightily to destroying the social doctrines 
that made him colossal. For John D.’s genius 
was not only in producing wealth but in con- 
trolling it in the interest of maximum 
profits. 

He was a great consolidator. He typified 
the growing denial of a truly competitive 
economy. He and his Standard Oil were 
the negation of individualist economics. 

Free competition by a multitude of enter- 
prisers, none of them controlling enough of 
production or distribution to make his own 
decision as to price or production policies, 
seriously affect the total market—that is 
the very touchstone of “let alone’ econom- 
ics. John D. and Standard, without for a 
moment recognizing the fact, laughed that 
concept clear out of court. 

Well, now we are in an age when old doc- 
trines are being modified, when we are try- 
ing to preserve the best of the past while 
adjusting to the necessities of the future. 

We are recognizing that individualist lib- 
erty must mean more than just a hunting 
license to be used by the strong. 

We perceive that an economic philosophy 
which in its extreme form leads to concen- 
tration of virtually all economic power into 
the hands of a constantly diminishing group 
is a socially untenable philosophy. 

We shall probably never again produce— 
not so long as our present civilization lasts 
—another John D. 

The curtain rose nearly a century ago. He 
played the part that someone in that scene 
had to play. The curtain falls now, not again 
to rise. We wish it could have been delayed 
at least until that hundredth birthday came.

E have nothing but sympathy. for the

We believe the people of Italy and of Ger- 
many, as distinguished from the despots who 
now rule them, are too well-intentioned and 
kind, too friendly in their attitude toward 
other nations, to want to fight in Spain or 
any other country against the interests of 
that country’s people. They can be drugged 
by propaganda into such a desire, but if they 
knew all the facts, they would never volun- 
tarily participate in such expeditions as 
Mussolini and Hitler have sent. to Spain. 

The Times-Dispatch hopes, therefore, that 
Virginians will not consciously ‘or uncon- 
sciously intone a hymn of hate against the 
people of Italy or the people of Germany be- 
cause of the atrocities which have been com- 


mitted, under orders, by Italian and German 
soldiers in Spain. 

There are no more kindly people than 
those of Italy and Germany. Those who 
have not been privileged to know them in 
their native habitats need only judge from 
the Americans of Italian and German de- 
scent now living among us. 

They are not barbarians. Far from it.

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TELLS HOW MOTHERS 
MAY AVOID CANCER 


Dr. Vogt Says Regular Exami- 
nation Would Eliminate 
80 Pct. of Deaths. 


The death rate from those forms 
of cancer peculiar to women could 
be cut 80 per cent if mothers were 
examined annually up to the age 
of 30 and semi-annually thereafter, 
Dr. William H, Vogt, told phy- 
sicians attending the St. Louis 
Clinics today at Desloge Hospital. 

In 1900 cancer was sixth among 
the leading causes of death in the 
United States, but today it is sec- 
ond, being exceeded only by heart 
disease, he pointed out. Although 
140,000 persons die of cancer each 
year, not nearly as much concern 
is felt about that as about deaths 
resulting from auto accidents, he 
said. The auto deaths totaled 38,- 
000 last year. 

The increase in the number of 
cancer cases is due partially to 
more skillful diagnosis, more ac- 
curate recording of causes of 
death and the increase in the life 
span, which makes it possible for 
more persons to live long enough 
to get the disease, he said. There 
are about three times as many 
cancer sufferers as there are can- 
cer fatalities each year, he added. 
In China men eat hot food and 
develop cancer of the esophagus 
as a result, but women sit at a 
second table, get colder food and 
escape that type of cancer, he re- 
marked. 

Speaking yesterday on diagnosing 
goiter cases, Dr. Willard Bartlett 
said persons suffering from thryoid 
excess or deficiency cannot stand 
stress and strain well. The only 
treatment for them is adequate re- 
moval of the thyroid tissue by a 
surgical operation, he asserted. 

Goiter is not inherited, he said. 
It’s cause is unknown, it is recur- 
rent and persons with the disorder 
are recognizable by their promi- 
nent eyes, difficulty in breathing 
and other symptoms. Iodine is 
helpful, he added. 

Dr. John Green, in discussing 
what to do in the event of eye 
injury emergencies, asserted the 
old remedy of placing a flaxseed 
in the eye to produce tears and 
cause a foreign body to flow out, 
works only once in a hundred 
times. Wherever there is_ the 
slightest suspicion that a foreign 
body has penetrated far in the eye, 
X-rays should be taken, he said. 

Due to the tremendous expan- 
sion of industry, occupational skin 
disorders have increased many 
times, in spite of greater hygienic 
care of workmen, Dr. Newell 
Schlueter said. Soap and water are 
the two most important predispos- 
ing causes. Strongly alkaline or 
abrasive soap destroys the skin, 
furnishing the initial injuries nec- 
essary to start skin infection, he 
said. Prolonged immersion in wa- 
ter opens the skin to easy inva- 
sion. 

Blondes and red-haired persons 
are less resistant to strong light 
and are therefore more likely to 
develop skin cancers, Dr. M. F. 
Engman Jr., pointed out at the 
morning session at Missouri Bap- 
tist Hospital. It is generally ac- 
cepted that strong light in exces- 
sive quantities is one of the more 
common external causes of can- 
cers. 

Light does not affect everyone 
in the same fashion, he continued, 
citing the comparative safety with 
which brunettes, whose skin re- 
sists sunlight by tanning, may stay 
in the open. About two years ago, 
Dr. Wolgang Magnusson of the 
Swedish Radium Home, an- 
nounced after checking 1611 cases 
of skin cancer that red-haired per- 
sons are the most susceptible to 
Skin cancer.

Physician’s Profound Faith in 
Mankind Eulogized by 
Rabbi Gordon. 


The keynote of Dr. Gustave Lipp- 
mann’s life was his profound faitk 
in mankind and the social and edu- 
cational possibilities of man, Rabbi 
Julius Gordon of Temple Shaare 
Emeth, said yesterday at funerai 
services for the physician, held at 
his home, 6307 Alexander drive, 
Clayton. Dr. Lippmann, who was 
68 years old, died Sunday at Jew- 
ish Hospital. 

Dr. Lippmann’s humanitarianism, 
Rabbi Gordon said, explained his 
professional career, his interest in 
art, music, literature and creative 
activities, and his interest in world 
affairs and the political scene. 

“He believed, and this in spite 
of the social and spirital backslid- 
ing of our age,” Rabbi Gordon said, 
“in the ultimate triumph of human 
reason and intelligence.”

Lippmann last summer _ about 
world problems, and said Dr. Lipp- 
mann told him then: ‘If one should

“This was his philosophy of 
hope,” Rabbi Gordon continued, “a 
philosophy imbued with a certain 
youthfulness and buoyancy of mind 
and spirit which remained with 
him to the end of his days. Be- 
cause of this great unweariness, 
he could not remain a silent spec- 
tator in the presence of a world 
in travail, but preferred to become 
a creative participant in the shap- 
ing of a better universe for our 
children, and our children’s chil- 
dren.”

A new high school and a grade 
school, costing together about $1,- |

posite Tower Grove Park, will cost 
$823,100 for construction, furnish- 
ings and equipment. Construction 
was started late in 1935, after ear- 
lier bids for a larger and somewhat 
more elaborate building had been | 
rejected as too costly. | 

For convenience, the school has 
been referred to as the “southwest- 
ern high school,” but it ‘s not yet 
officially named because of P W 
A rules against naming improve- 
ments before completion. Several 
years ago the board went on record 
with a pledge to name the next 
high school Central.

WHY ROOSEVELT

the President observed that every- 
one seemed happy over the court’s 
decision and hoped that in the 
days to come it would follow the 
same humane viewpoint. He re- 
minded his listeners, however, that 
his recommendations on Monday 
asking for legislation on wages 
and hours, if acopted by Congress 
wolud require at least four im- 
portant changes in national pol- 
icy. 

The first change, he said, would 
require a reversal of the Supreme 
Court’s adverse opinion in the first 
child labor case, a reversal that 
was much to be desired. If that 
reversal should be obtained, he 
continued, the ext step would be 
to ask the court to uphold Fed- 
eral legislation regulating mini- 
mum wages, because the same prin- 
ciple governing child labor would 
apply to minimum wages, and of 
course, maximum hours. His rec- 
ommendations Monday, he added 
also asked for legislation prevent- 
ing interstate shipment of goods 
made under unfair competitive con- 
ditions, such as refusal to bargain 
collectively with employes. 

These four points, child labor, 
minimum wages, maximum hours 
and unfair trade practices, he sum- 
maried were only part of a larger 
field of contested legislation, which 
included the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, Boulder and _ Bonneville 
dams, and lots of other places. The 
court’s decision on the TVA he 
pointed out, related only to the 
Wilson Dam. 

Another legal problem, he said, 
was how far the Federal Govern- 
ment could go in flood control in 
the Ohio watershed. Still another 
was whether a municipality which 
wanted to build its own electric 
light plant could borrow money 
from the Federal Government, as 
it could do for a hospital, a sewer 
or a street. 

This latter question was involved 
in the Duke Power Co. case in 
North Carolina, which the Court 
returned to the lower courts on a 
technicality.

TAX ON NONRESIDENT 
WORKERS CONSIDERED 


Aldermen Estimate That 100,- 
000 Earning Living in City 
Don’t Reside Here. 


A tax on non-residents employed 
or in business in the city is under 
consideration by the aldermanic 
Committee on New Sources of Rev- 


enue, it was learned today. 

Members of the committee were 
of the opinion that 100,000 to 150,000 
residents of the St. Louis County 
and East Side suburbs came to St. 
Louis to earn their living. A sug- 
gestion was that these persons 
might be taxed $25 a year for the 
privilege of working or engaging 
in their professions or businesses 
here. This might raise $2,500,000 to 
$3,750,000 annually. 

However, it was thought possi- 
ble a graduated scale of taxation, 
in relation to the amount earned, 
or a dividing line to eliminate those 
in lower income brackets, might be 
provided. 

The information of the committee 
was that New York City taxed non- 
residents $25 a year for the right to 
work or do business there. How- 
ever, inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
today showed there was no su@ 
ordinance in New York City. The 
New York State income tax law 
requires non-residents employed 
within the State to pay the income 
tax.

The 
diamond would go into the ace- 
queen tenace and the club would 
pick up East’s jack en route to 
the queen-ten. | 

East had played partners with 
the declarer. On taking the club 
ace there were three suits from 
which to choose for an exit. Obvi- 
ously the club was dangerous. He 
might (and actually would) be 
going back into a tenace. The 
heart return was bad in that it 
allowed South to do something he 
could not do for himself, namely, 

_strip hearts from the West hand. 
This left only a diamond as the 
logical exit for East. 

Of course, East might have re- 
fused to take the first club led, 
but there was a chance that the 
king was singleton and, there- 
fore, East’s prompt acceptance 
was correct. It was the emphasis 
on the “forcing the declarer” prin- 
ciple that had betrayed the de- 
fenders.

Make-Up for Older Women 
By Gladys Glad 


ID YOU know that the Puri- 

tans considered it sinful for 

any lass to look at herself ina 
mirror? Well, they did. It was 
considered vain in those days for 
any woman to look at her reflec- 
tion. But today, it seems, mirrors 
are considered hypnotic, rather 
than sinful. According to one 
psychologist, women who powder 
their noses go through life in a 
semi-hypnotic state, and are hard- 
ly responsible for their actions. 


He asserts that it isn’t actual 
powdering that is responsible, but 
the fact that women gaze into mir- 
rors when doing the powdering— 
that this mirror-gazing induces a 
state of self-hypnosis. 


Whether that’s true or not is de- 
batable. But when I see the make- 
ups that some women sport, I cer- 
tainly am inclined to believe that 
many of ’em aren’t responsible for 
their actions. I’ve learned, too, 
that it often is older women who 
commit errors in makeup, and it’s 
because they don’t realize that ma- 
turity must forego many of the 
privileges that are allotted to 
youth. 

As a rule, the elderly woman 
should tone down the vivid makeup 
that looks so attractive on a young 
face. She sould strive for soft- 
ness of line, rather than for ex- 
treme effects, and she should be 
sparing with her rouge and iip- 
stick. 


A lavish, vivid makeup will not 
conceal her age or make her look 
younger, but will accentuate what- 
ever hard lines there are in her 
face. eee 
Again, the skin of maturity is 
always somewhat darker than the 
skin of youth. A_ note of blue 
creeps into the complexion and 
lips, and if a natural effect is to 
be gained, a darker, matching pow- 
der should be used, and a rouge 
with a different basic tint. In fact, 
the rouge and lipstick usually 
should have a faint hint of blue in 
them to reflect the blush-red tones 
that appear in the mature skin. 
The lipstick should be applied 
sparingly, so that the mouth re- 
mains soft-looking, and the rouge 
should be blended lightly on the 
cheeks, and the edges blurred, so 
that there are no hard lines of de- 
marcation, 

Most elderly women can use eye 
cosmetics greatly to advantage, if 
they are skillful, for as they grow 
older, their brows and lashes tend 
to fade somewhat, And when

brows and lashes become pale, the 
face loses a good deal of its ex- 
pressiveness, strength and charac- 
ter. 

She, however, must be careful 
not to apply eye cosmetics too 
heavily. It is seldom pleasant 
to see an older woman with 
heavily made up eyes. Mascara 
should be applied only lightly to 
the lashes, and just a faint, soft 
tracing with an eyebrow pencil is 
sufficient to darkenand accent the 
brows. 

Care must also be taken in the 
selection of the shadg for that 
brow and lash darkening. Most old- 
er women should avoid deep black, 
for, as a general thing, only women 
with coal black hair can use black 
eye cosmetics advantageously. 

A harsh black line above the 
eyes and overpronounced black 
lashes have a hardening effect on 
the mature face. What the older 
woman is striving for, after all, is 
a soft, youthful appearance, and 
so she should avoid anything that 
gives a harsh effect and stick to 
soft colors.

QC) ane of the most complicated 
and intricate mechanisms of 
the body is one which we all 
take on trust, which is performed 
all the time on every vacant lot and 
place where a tennis court or golf 
course can be erected. This is the 
process which is the basis of prac- 
tically all games, the ability to hit 
a small round object—a ball, with 
a long, large object—a baseball bat, 
or a tennis racket or a golf club. 
Anybody can do it after a fashion. 
And yet if you are going to do it 
very well, it requires the co-opera- 
tion of practically the entire nerv- 
ous and muscular systems. 

Just think of the difficulties of 
the situation. Heré is a baseball, 
we will say, coming toward you 
at a speed of at least 60 miles an 
hour. I do not know exactly how 
big a standard baseball is, but cer- 
tainly it is not more than four 
inches in diameter. You are go- 
ing to try to hit that ball with a 
wooden bat which at its largest 
part is probably no larger than 
three inches. The ball is going to 
pass your body at a certain point 
lin space and at a certain fractional 
second of time, and exactly at that 
time and exactly at that point, 
you must bring forward with the 
muscles of your arms and shoul- 
ders, the bat so that it exactly co- 
incides with the middle of the ball. 
If you had a ball hanging there 
and could practice a couple of 
times, you could do it very well, 
but even that would be marvelous 
because the ball is entirely outside 
the contact of your body. In other 
words, you have to determine the 
point in space where the ball is 
going to be, and then you have to 
determine how to get the bat ex- 
actly to the coincident space. 

What determines these judg- 
ments? There probably is no part 
of the nervous system, except the 
organ of reason, which is not in- 
volved. There is no reason to it. 
In the first place, you have to be 
able to stand up, to balance your- 
self in space. This means that the 
three little canals in the ear, which 
are filled with a very’ sensitive 
fluid, must respond so accurately 
that you can tell even with your 
eyes shut whether you are stand- 
ing upright or lying down, or 
leaning to the left or right. They 
also, you see, allow your body to 
make judgment as to whether and 
how far it is leaning forward or 
backward. These canals send 
nerve fibers to the cerebillum. The 
eyes have to be able to judge dis- 
tance, and they help in a way to 
keep the body in space. The eyes 
also send fibers to the cerebellum. 


OW it so happens that if you 
N have a normal nervous system, 

you are able to shut your eyes 
and extend your hand and fore- 
finger, and at a command touch 
the tip of your nose with the end of 
your forefinger. To do this depends 
on muscle sense, whether your mus- 
cles are tensed, whether the arm is 
straightened or bent. Did you 
ever think that it is quite remark- 
able that you can _ tell whether 
your arm is straight or bent, and 
exactly how much bent? From the 
muscles and points which deter- 
mine this judgment, nerve fibers go 
to the cerebellum. 

We are getting to see that the 
cerebellum is a pretty important 
kind of an organ. It doesn’t do 
any thinking for us, but it does all 
those automatic things which carry 
us through these complicated 
processes. 

When all the fibers from the or- 
gan of equilibrium, and the eyes, 
and the muscles get to the cere- 
bellum, their sensations are there 
added up, as in a clearing house, 
so that you can perform the mar- 
velous feat of placing the bat ex- 
actly against the surface of the ball 
in space and in point of time.

GOV. FREDERICK BATES. . 
PAINTING. 


the home and grave of Fred- 

erick Bates, second Governor of 
Missouri and one of the most dis- 
tinguished citizens of the com- 
munity’s early days, are preservea 
‘on his old farm, “Thornhill,” on 
Olive Street road, near Belle- 
fontaine, St. Louis County. 

He lived in this house from 1819 
until his death in 1825 while Gov- 
ernor. Buried beside him on a 
pleasant knoll are his wife and two 
of their four children. 

The house, certainly at least 118 
years old, is reputed to have been 
built in 1807. It has undergone 
various alterations, but the main 
portion remains intact—a comfort- 
able dwelling quite unlike latter- 
day farmhouses. Nearby are two 
log cabins where the Bates slaves 
dwelled and a barn believed to date 
from his time. An old rail fence 
between the outbuildings, if it did 
not feel the weight of the guberna- 
torial feet as the young State’s 
chief executive gazed across his 
broad acres to the Missouri River, 
certainly is a counterpart of the 
one he owned. 

Doubtless some of the fine old 
treés on the place shaded the guber- 
natorial brow. 

For the last few years “Thornhill” 
has been owned by L. Busch Faust, 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward A. Faust, whose own home, 
“Swastika Farm,” adjoins it. Each 
farm comprises about 100 acres, but 
“Thornhill” in the time of Bates 
covered 1000 acres. Faust, respect- 
ing the historic importance of the 
Bates homestead, is carefully pre- 
serving it. He permits an employe 
of the farms to live in the old 
house. 

Bates, strong-faced, raven-haired 
native of Virginia, moved from St. 
Louis to “Thornhill,” of which he 
wrote as being in the “hills of Bon 
Homme” (Bonhomme Township), 
on marrying a ¥-year-old girl from 
the Old Dominion in 1819. In “The 
Life and Papers of Frederick 
Bates” (Missouri Historical Society) 
the late Thomas M. Marshall wrote 
of the place: “The house, with its 
broad front and high portico, was 
of the type with which Bates was 
familiar in his boyhood days in 
Virginia.” 

A photograph of the house made 
50 years or more ago shows the 
“portico” on the south side—a sim- 
ple two-story porch with gabled 
roof, narrow clapboarding in need 
of paint, small window panes and 
exposed chimney. 

Now the portico is gone; in its 
place is a one-story veranda around 
the south and east sides. The clap- 
boarding is wider and gleams in 
white paint. The windows, unfor-

|tunately, have single large panes. 


The chimneys are inclosed. Light- 
ning rods surmont the ridge. Some 
early wings are gone; others have 
been added. 

Around the veranda are lovely 
masses of bridal wreath; out on the 
lawn gnarled old honey locust trees 
and ancient lilac bushes perfume 
the air. But the most striking 
feature is the height of this eight- 
room, two-story dwelling--it rises 
more than 30 feet above the ground. 
There is a reason. Ceilings of the 
first floor are 11 feet high. Like 
Daniel Boone, whose old home is 
across the river, men of those days 
wanted space and air. Upstairs 


the ceilings are nearly as high. 
. * ” 


doors and frames are intact. In 

two principal bedrooms and in 
the kitchen are lofty wooden cup- 
boards of amazing capacity. Of sim- 
ple paneled design, they are em- 
bellished by hand-carved trim. Their 
contrast with the gay modern 
wallpaper is like that of an ox team 
and a motorcycle. 

Floors, well laid, with no surface 
sign of nails or pegs, are of random 
width tongued and grooved hard- 
wood. Almost every room has 4 
fireplace, but these have been 
bricked shut. Heating is some- 
thing of a problem in winter but 
on a warm spring day the lofty 
rooms are pleasantly cool.

SECOND GOVERNOR 


Well-Preserved Mansion, 118 Years Old, Still 
Stands on Olive Street Road, With Grave of 
Frederick Bates Nearby—Even Slave Cabins 
Remain on Estate.

timber sills 14 inches broad, which 
crown the stone foundations. In 
the dim cellar a visitor may see the 
solid walnut joists of his fore- 
fathers’ days,.cut by hand, with 
adzes, a full foot wide and three 
inches thick. 

Across the shady lane is one of 
the slave cabins. Its simplicity 
was hidden by clapboards until 
about four years ago. The logs are 
Square cut and laid end over end, 
alternately. The broad chinks are 
filled with small slabs of wood and 
coated with plaster. Shrubs grow 
all around. Down a hillside is a 
similar cabin. The old barn, obvi- 
ously renewed from time to time, 
has a timber frame with carefully 
mortised joints. Stored in the barn 
are more cupboards and mantels 
long since taken from the house. 

Toward the top of the hill above 
the river valley is the family 
burying ground, the “God’s Half 
Acre,” just as the boy Bates had 
seen in Virginia and of the kind 
now common in rural Missouri. A 
quarter of a century ago it was 
neglected, covered with weeds and 
brambles. 

Now it is well tended, with a row 
of dark cedars screening it on the 
west. The marble headstones are 
worn by the weather of the decades

but still quite legible. On the mas- 
ter’s stone is this inscription: 
In Memoriam 
FREDERICK BATES 
Born 
In Goochland Co., Va., 
June 23, 1777. 
Died 
at his Seat here on 
August 4, 1825. 
He was Governor 
of the State of 
MISSOURI 
at the time of his death. 


On the grave mound is a bronze 
marker of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution designating 
Bates as a “Real Son.” Born the 
year after the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, he was the son of Thomas 
Fleming Bates. who bore arms 
against the British. 

A somewhat smaller headstone 
on the adjoining grave gives the 
compact biography of the Gover- 


nor’s wife: “In Memoriam. Nancy 
Opie Ball. Born in Lancaster Co., 
Va., April 19, 1802. Intermarried 
with Frederick Bates March 4, 1819. 
After his death in August, 1825, 
lived his widow until February, 
1831, when intermarried with Dr. 
R. C. Ruby, and after his death in 
May,//1839, lived his widow until her 
death in St. Louis March 16, 1877.” 


HE next grave is of a son, Dr. 
T Frederick Bates Jr., “born at 
‘Thornhill’ Feb. 1, 1826; died at 
his home near ‘Thornhill’ Oct. 18, 
1862." The fourth is of another 
son, Lucius Lee Bates, “born at 
‘Thornhill’ March 18, 1821; died at 
his home near ‘Thornhill’ Oct. 24, 
1898.” <A fifth grave, marked with 
a different family name, is a little 
distance away. The Governor had 
two other children, Emily Caroline 
and Woodville. 
Pleurisy caused Bates’ death al-

most exactly a year after he took 
office as Governor. 


The State Capitol at that time 
was in St. Charles, a scant nine 
miles from “Thornhill” as the crow 
flew, but with the swirling Mis- 
souri intervening. Gov. Bates had 
to use a boat on his journey to the 
legislative seat and no doubt he 
made the rest of the trip by horse- 
back. That would have been easy 
for him, for as a youth he rode 
horseback from Virginia to Detroit. 

It was a primitive country where 
he farmed and went about the sim- 
ple duties of the new State. Travel 
was slow and neighbors few. A few 
Indians still lingered in the region. 
Today from “Thornhill” one looks 
down into the valley at the city’s 
extensive Howard’s Bend water: 
works, whose tall smokestack is 
illuminated at night for the safety 
of aviators. At the foot of the bluffs 
speed the Diesel motor cars of the 
Rock Island Railroad. On a clear 
day the new $1,200,000 Weldon 
Springs highway bridge may be 
glimpsed upstream. Past the end 
of the lane winds the heavily trav- 
eled concrete of Olive Street.road. 

Missouri, focal point of the Louis- 
jana Territory purchased by Presi- 
dent Thomas Jefferson from France 
in 1803, entered statehood in 1820 
It was the frontier in those days, 
and the goal of restless and am- 
bitious men of the East. Alexander 
McNair was the first Governor and 
Gen. William H. Ashley the first 
Lieutenant-Governor, serving for 
four years until 1824. 

Ashley, a St. Louisan who had 
made a fortune in the Rocky 
Mountain fur trade, and Bates, who 
invested his savings in land and 
profited with the influx of settlers, 
were the next gubernatorial candi- 


dates. To Farmer Bates went the 
short-lived victory. 

The son of a Quaker merchant, 
Bates could not afford a college 
education. At the age of 20 he 
journeyed across the Alleghenies to 
Detroit, where he entered the mer- 
cantile business and became Post- 
master. He learned the language 
and customs of the French pio- 
neers, which proved useful to him 
here. President Jefferson appoint- 
ed him first United States Judge of 
Michigan Territory and he also 
served there as receiver of public 
monies and land commissioner. Aft- 
er a disastrous fire at Detroit, he 
moved in 1806 to St. Louis, then 


still a village.

of the Board of Land Commis- 

sioners and, the next year, by 
presidential appointment, secretary 
of Louisiana Territory. The terri- 
torial Governor then was Gen. 
James Wilkinson. During the fre- 
quent absences of Wilkinson and 
his successors Bates served as Act- 
ing Governor. His work involved 
the unraveling of the*tangle of old 
Spanish land grants and the settle- 
ment of bitter and sometimes 
bloody disputes over the lead mines 
to the south of St. Louis. He also 
dealt with Indian problems, old ad- 
ministrative controversies, organ- 
ization of the militia and establish- 
ment of local government. 

Bates compiled the first book 
published in St. Louis, an 1808 sum- 
mary of the laws of Louisiana Ter- 
ritory. Of him it is said in Con- 
rad’s “Encyclopedia of the History 
of St. Louis”: “He also occupied 
judicial and legislative positions and 
exercised great influence in the con- 
duct of public affairs during the 
formative period of Missouri's his- 
tory as territory and state. He had 
great force of character and left 
a marked impress upon the early 
history of Missouri and St. Louis.” 

Two acts are particularly remem- 
bered in his brief term as Governor. 
Although opposed to duelling, he 
vetoed a bill prescribing the lash as 
a penalty for duelists, because he 
thought the punishment too harsh. 
This was Missouri’s first guberna- 
torial veto. And he declined to 
come to St. Louis for an official 
reception to Lafayette in the great 
Frenchman’s tour of America. The 
Legislature failed to make any pro- 
vision for such a reception and 
Bates felt his presence would only 
detract from the attention given 
the visitor. He made it his business 
to leave “Thornhill” so he could 
not be found at the time. 

A brother of the Governor, Ed- 
ward Bates, came to St. Louis in 
1814 and studied law. He became a 
member of the convention drafting 
the original State Constitution, first 
Attorney-General of Missouri and a 
member of the first General Assem- 
bly. In 1824 he was appointed Unit- 
ed States Attorney for the district 
of Missouri and later he was the 
State’s second Representative in 
Congress. He also served as a State 
Senator and a State Representative 
and in 1850 was confirmed for Sec- 
retary of War under President Fill- 
more, but declined the honor. Aft- 
erwards he was elected Judge of 
the St. Louis Land Court. 

In 1860 he received 48 votes for 
the nomination for President, as an 
anti-slavery candidate, in the con- 
vention which nominated Lincoln 
In 1861-63, during the early years 
of the Civil War, he was Lincoln’s 
Attorney-General. He died in 
March, 1869, aged 75.
